* 7"A< CAie/ Minister (Sn D Sanjtvayya) Sir, scarcity 
of coal is prevalent throughout the country But the 
scarcity in Andhra Pradesh State is comparatively not so 
pronounced as in the case of other States in South India 
This advantageous position is due to the presence of 
coal in the State m Singareni Collieries But due to an 
all-India pattern of control over coal production and 
distribution, it is not possible to get our full requirements 
from the Singareni Collieries Of the coal produced, it is 
not possible for certain industries like potteries to make 
use of the coal, as such industries require selected high- 
grade coal During the last year, the requirements of 
Andhra Pradesh State were met by 28,735 wagons from 
Singareni Collieries, 5,105 wagons from Bengal and Bihar, 
8,760 wagons from Madhya Pradesh Collieries and 3,8H 
from Rewa Collieries, Recently m May, 1961 on the 
suggestion of the Director of the Controlled Commodities, 
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the Coal Controller has agreed to allow the entire require- 
ments of State priority consumption of coal to be taken 
from Singareni and Madhya Pradesh only in ratio of about 
21 In respect of Central priority class consumers like 
cement, sugar, jute, the Coal Controller will decide about 
the area from which coal would be supplied Ihis pro- 
posal has been examined by the Govarimsit We have 
approved the proposal and made certain suggestions 
regarding distribution to the Coal Controller If the 
proposal is agreed, it is expected that there will be 
adequate supply of coal to all State priority class as the 
availability of wagons at the Singareni and Madhya 
Pradesh Collieries is quite fair The shortage of coal for 
the Macherla plant is due to spesial reasons The 
Macherla Cement plant unlike other Cement plants in 
the State is based on what is known as dry process For 
this process, coal of superior quality is required As the 
inferior grade or ungraded coal available at Singareni 
Collieries containing a high percentage of ash content will 
lead to clogging of the michme, the factory has an allot- 
ment of 2/3 from Bengal and Bihar and 1/3 from Singareni 
Collieries There is no short-fall in despatches from 
Singareni to Macherla But the despatches from Bengal 
and Bihar coal fields to Macherla have been very difficult 
This is m keeping with the general picture of rail move-' 
ment from the North-eastern part of India to areas south

of Government departments in view of the numerous 
building programmes undertaken by each department 
Regarding supply of cement to the Nagarjunasagar project, 
recently a meeting was held with various cement produ- 
cers and it has been decided to make available a continuous 
supply of 500 tons per day to the project which is more 
than the average supply at any period m the past This

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ject The question of assuring equitable distribution of 
available cement among the private consumers is being 
examined by the Government Already several steps have 
been taken for ensuring a minimum supply to the strategic 
points at Hyderabad and Secunderabad by authorising 
road movement of cement to these cities In order to 
see that the public works at the taluk and village level do 
not suffer, the Dincted of conti oiled Commodities has 
issued instructions placing 1/3 ot all the receipts of cement 
in the districts at the disposal ot the respective District 
Collectors for allotment to Public sector demands inclu- 
ding panchayat samithis and zilla panshads During the 
current quarter starting from July first, a fairly sizable 
quantity has been placed at the disposal of Superintending 
Engineer, of the Local Administration department for dis- 
tribution to the zilla panshads concerned This supply, in 
addition to the supply which the Collectors may make 
from the dealers' stock is expected to completely meet 
the requirements of zilla panshads and panchayat samithis 
and other institutions' needs It is the intention of the 
Government to see not only the cement factory but all 
factories and industries work up to the rated capacity All 
efforts should be done through the organisations like the 
Labour Commissioner and Director of Industries and 
Commerce, etc , to see, that the industries do not close 
down or slow down their production

the picture at all The point is, were the loc U bodies con 
suited, did the people agree, and or they sitisfied the 
Minister says that they have agreed because they did not 
object So, both sides admit that the local bodies are not 
consulted I want to m ike a distinction between cess or 
tax even if it is levied by the local body itself, the amount 
is kept in the Government coffers or it is deposited in the 
treasury The Government does not collect The local 
body may put it into the Bank or local treasury as it likes 
So, here this is the difficulty in following the previous 
decision 

It is not a question of providing for imposition It 
does not matter whether it is levied by the local body or 
for local purpose because it is not levied by the local 
body, though it may be paid to the local body, though it 
may be for the benefit of the local body, it (the Govern 
ment) is not doing as the agent of the local body In my 
opinion, on behalf of the local body, it is not doing 
Here the Government levies the tax they are not bother- 
ed, they do not care for the local body nor for their feel- 
ings The Governor thinks in his own way the education 
cess is levied for the benefit of the children, but the 
parents are not consulted Therefore, the Government is 
levying and the local body is not levying it It is for the 
benefit of the local bodies It comes under 'Money Bill* 
It does not come under the exception to 'Money Bill' 
Therefore, Governor also has thought likewise and I 
agree with him
